We really have three primary criteria that we wish to accomplish as ham 
radio operators: hearing, being heard, and having a good time doing both! 
Our equipment has become extremely sophisticated in both receive and 
transmit capabilities. New modes have been developed to enhance our 
ability to hear others and have them hear us. Equally important, some say 
the main ingredient, is the antenna system(s) that we use. Using the right 
antenna for the right band to get the desired results tops the list of ham radio 
operators when setting up their stations. There are volumes of literature 
written about antenna design, radiation patterns, matching transmission 
lines, gain and directivity, antenna efficiency, SWR, etc. There are other 
factors worth exploring as well. Here’s yet another......

(By the way, Glen had only been 
licensed for about 3 months at the time of this incident.) 

The event highlights the importance of having working gear in your car, a 
reliable repeater (the incident was about 50 miles east of the Rochester 
area), and alert operators who stepped in to assist. Ham radio is, and should 
be, an enjoyable activity, but let’s never forget the serious side of our hobby, 
and the potentially lifesaving role that we can play in emergency situations.

On the Board 
of Directors: Keith Freeberg N2BEL (sk), Roger Harnaart WB2BWQ, Robert http:/Avww.rochesterham.org/logo.htm 
Hobday N2EVG, Ed Holdsworth N2EH (sk), Ronald Nelson KA2GLG, John

President Eckhardt also served as co-editor of the Rag along with Jack 
Dempsey KA2PUN. Also given credit on the mast head were department 
heads: Public Service Coordinator Ed Holdsworth N2EH, License Testing 
Coordinator John Schooley K2NC, Licensing Course Director Ed Gable
